Great Britain

Brocklesby Hunt Races 

To the mass of racing men_ the 
passing of Brocklesby Steeplechases 
will mean nothing. The announce- 
ment that the stand and fixtures are 
to be sold will bring no pang of re- 
gret. This is because the ancient 
Lincs fixture was so out of the way 
and so local in character that few of 
the Turf regulars have ever been 
there. Even in pre-motor days, how- 
ever, many Yorks Nimrods crossed 
the river Humber at Hull to join 
with hunting friends from the Yar- 
porough country and the _ Shires. 
Brocklesby was one of the last of the 
truly sporting Hunt meetings. It was 
bound up with the history of the 
Earl of Yarborough’s Hunt and was 
held within a few hundred yards of 
Lord Yarborough’s palatial seat. In- 
significant as were the stakes, there 
were several big coups brought off 
at the one day fixture, one of them 
being when the wealthy Mr. Rhodes 
had Count Oso and one or two other 
jumpers with the late Mr. R. I. Rob- 
son at Knaresbrough. Brocklesby 
Races go back at least to 1835, when 
there were very few regular jumping 
meetings—Abergavenny, Cheltenham, 
Finchley, Norfolk, St. Albans, Walt- 
ham Abbey and Ware, completing 
the list. Some of the best amateur 
riders of each generation had mounts 
at Brocklesby—Mr. Maunsell Rich- 
ardson, Mr. W. Brockton, Lord Mel- 
gund (‘‘Mr. Rolly’’), and Mr. Harry 
Brown amongst them. The latter on 
one occasion went as a_ spectator, 
was offered a mount, could not bor- 
tow breeches and boots, so tucked 
his trousers, in his socks and rode 
in low shoes. He won too! Harry was 
top of the list of gentlemen riders 
for four seasons (1918-21). 


He would probably have won the 
1921 Grand National had not The 
Bore fallen. Despite a broken collar- 
bone Mr. Brown remounted and fin- 
ished second to Shaun Spadah. It 
was he who coached the Duke of 
Windsor (when Prince of Wales) in 
cross country riding. In 1939 Mr. 
Brown (who is an old Etonian), was 
appointed to supervise Mr. James V. 
Rank’s jumpers and in 1940 became 
his private trainer under National 
Rules. Reverting to Brocklesby. 
when I was a race Judge there was 
ho meeting I loved more to officiate 
at than this little Lincs really sport- 
ing gathering. Many of those who 
Tan and rode were the grandsons of 
the original founders, and many of 
the runners were animals they re- 
gularly rode to hounds. That was 
original intention of those who start- 
ed National Hunt sport. 


Huntsmen And Horns 

The hunting horn which the late 
Henry Selby Lowndes gave me in 
1900 when he left the Bilsdale coun- 
try to take over the Mastership of 
the East Kent Hunt, is now in the 
hands of Ted Littleworth, the Hur- 
worth huntsman. It is always possi- 
ble for a huntsman to lose a horn, or 
flatten one out by a fall, so that it 
is well for him to have a spare one. 
Here is what Ted Littleworth says: 


I have a horn given me by the late 
7 Mr. J. W. Ramsden and Maj. T. 
_ Jessop when I was huntsman at the 


M. S. “Hurworth” was used by my 
father when he was huntsman to the 
South Cheshire. It had a beautiful 
note. I sent it with a photo of my- 
self on my best mare “Kitty”, and I 
only hope the destroyer clears all 
obstacles as “Kitty” jumped her 
fences. Your horn will take the place 
of my father’s. We are doing our 
best to keep things going for our 
good men when they return. Many 
would give a lot to hear the horn 
and ery of hounds. I have two sons 
serving overseas, one in the Yorks 
Drageons, and the young one (Ted- 
die) was in the Cameronians out in 
India, but was posted missing a year 
last April. My brother Charles of the 
York and Ainsty, lost his only boy. 
Now there are only my brother Al- 
fred’s sons to carry on the Little- 
worth tradition in Hunt service. 
They are both serving overseas. 

It is interesting to add that the 
“Littleworth” horn is named after 
this family who has so long been 
associated with Hunt service. Alfred, 
whose sons are to continue the fam- 
ily tradition, has been with the 
Braes of Derwent for twenty ygars. 
There are thus three brothers carry- 
ing the horn in the North Countree. 


About Hounds 

I remember one season hunting 
on a very hot Easter Monday and 
finding a fox which hounds ran well 
despite the heat and the fact that 
dust was blowing on the plough. The 
pack was quite near a tiring fox 
when they came to a stream into 
which every hound plunged, and 
then lay down on the bank with out- 
stretched legs as much as to say 
“Hang the fox! it’s too hot for 
hunting’. It was amusing and no 
one could blame the pack for ap- 
parent lack of keenness. It remind- 
ed me of a trooper in my cavalry 
regiment who, on my pulling him 
up sharply for sawing at a horse’s 
mouth, said “Excuse me, sir, but 
there comes a time when you’ve got 
to do something’’. I found the hairy 
had taken charge of him. Well, the 
other day a trail hound in Cumber- 
land seems to have blotted its copy- 
book by stopping to drink instead 
of getting on with its business, “‘A 
Student of Form” thus described 
what he calls “The fall from grace 
of Eden Laddie’’, after taking three 
trails in eight days: 

That he should stop to drink in a 
gutter, when he had the event at his 
mercy, was somewhat surprising. 
Eden Laddie is less prone to error 
than are his keenest rivals, yet his 


mistake, after a run of sterling per- 


formances, caused disappointment 
amongst the punters, who, as usual 


had made him the odds-on favourite.

cided that the time was ripe to form- 
ally open an American branch and 
begin operations here on the grand 
scale, gradually building up in “the 
States” the equivalent of their home 
institution. 

Looking around for some Napol- 
eon of the sales ring to place at the 
head of their enterprise, they chose 
William B. Fasig, then unknown in 
Thoroughbred circles but famous in 
the trotting world. Cleveland, O., 
was his home. He had for years been 
secretary of the Grand Circuit track 
there and as a side-line had built up 
the largest auction sales of trotters 
and pacers in existence. 

These sales were so much more 
profitable than his secretaryship that 
he had decided to give up the latter 
and devote himself wholly to them, 
also branch out into other fields of 
action beside Cleveland. 


It was a ‘“‘psychological moment”: 
and, in its quest for such a man as it 
desired to head its American ven- 
ture, Tattersalls attention being di- 
rected to him, the two came together 
and the upshot was the formation of 
“Tattersalls of America,’ a gran- 
diose enterprise whose objective was 
the domination of the American auc- 
tion field, including both Thorough- 
breds and harness race horses and 
breeding stock, with Fasig the direc- 
tive force. 

Headquarters were to be in New 
York, gut big branclfes were estab- 
lished in Cleveland, Chicago, Lexing- 
ton, and other leading turf centers, 
while the national network extended 
the entire country to San 
Francisco; the different branches be- 


across 


ing known as Tattersalls of New 
York, Tattersalls of Chicago. ete., 
etc. 


What the eventual outcome might 
have been it is impossible to say- 
but the whole scheme collapsed when 
the “boom” did and was succeeded 
by the historic depression of the mid- 


Nineties, one of the worst that the 
U. S. A. has ever experienced. 

Racing and breeding went into a 
terrific nose-dive, values fell to zero 
and the sales business became, in- 
stead of the golden dream of Tatter- 
salls, a nightmare instead. The home 
firm in England took a tremendous 
loss and got out its Yankee venture 
as best it might, having experienced 
a Waterloo with the original motto 
of: Sauve qui peut. 

Fasig was temporarily down and 
out. He had burnt his bridges at 
Cleveland and removed to New York 
where his presence was necessary; 
but he was a man of magnetic per- 
sonality, inventive mind and endless 
resource and soon he was on top 
again, having reorganized ‘‘on his 
own” and in his new venture secured 
the backing of a number of promin- 
ent Thoroughbred as well as trotting 
leaders. 

Then another psychological mom- 
ent came along—or, rather, hour and 
its man. 

Ed A. Tipton, after like Fasig hav- 
ing made himself famous in the trot- 
ting world, became associated with 
the late Marcus Daly, of Montana as 
his adviser and manager in his horse 
affairs. On that way he also found 
his way into the Thoroughbred arena. 
He had made money and saved it and 
was anxious to get into a business of 
his own. 

The upshot was that he and Fasig 
joined forces and the Fasig-Tipton 
Company was formed. That being 
something over forty years ago. Its 
success was great from the start and 
it grew like Jack’s beanstalk until 
soon it was almost the whole thing 
insofar monopoly of the best 
sales was concerned. 

But it was still in its first phase 
when Fasig died, leaving Tipton sole 
owner and manager.

Feeder Pig Prices Discouraging 





Feeding hogs to acceptable but 
lighter market weights and selling 
off poor breeding stock is the advice 
of George Herring, animal husband- 
man for the Virginia Agricultural 
Extension Division. 

Feeder pigs are now selling at rid- 
iculously low prices—often at around 
one-third of the amount they brought 
six months ago. They were too high 
as compared to market hogs last 
spring; now they are too low. The 
price of finished hogs has changed 
but little during the period. 

Higher feed prices and the diffi- 
culty in obtaining feed appear to be 
discouraging many producers, who 
are selling pigs at a sacrifice and 
disposing of brood sows. Some ad- 
justment may be necessary in view 
of the feed situation, but trends in 
hog production are generally too 
radical, 

Get Rid Of Poor Producers 

In selling off poor breeding stock, 
it is a good idea to get rid of the 
particularly heavy sows that are not 


good producers. These may be re- 
placed, if needed, with gilts of good 
producing strains. 

Feeding the good, thrifty kind of 
pigs to market weight is preferable 
to sacrificing pigs, if feed is avail- 
able, the animal husbandman says. 
The low initial value of such pigs 
will tend to balance higher feed cost. 

Livestock farmers should also 
consider the fact that feeder pigs 
will likely be in good demand again 
during the late winter and spring 
when they will be needed to replace 
those that were slaughtered for home 
use. 

Feed economically, Herring re- 
commends. Ground government wheat 
will continue to be the cheapest hog 
feed which can be purchased, but 
should be properly balanced with 
feeds high in proteins and minerals. 

Emphasizing the use of good man- 
agement practices, Mr. Herring asks 
farmers to plan on producing more 
of the feed needed for hogs next 
year. 





Plan To Improve 
Dairy Breeding 


Plans for development of dairy 
cattle breeding through artificial 
insemination, inviting ‘cooperation 
of the extension and research facili- 
ties of the New York State College 
of Agriculture, have been unani- 
mously approved by the New York 
Artificial Breeders’ Cooperative. 


The proposal, made by the execu- 
tive committee of the cooperative, 
was accepted at the recent annual 
meeting. 


To make this study of artificial 
breeding developments possible, the 
Association has offered the full co- 
operation of the dairymen who are 
carrying on artificial breeding with- 
in the association, in submitting 
their bulls and herds to a program 
of education, extension, and research, 
to be worked out with the college.
